Rabbi’s  New  Year 
Greeting 

The  departing  year  5704  will  remain 
forever  in  the  mind  of  Ottawa  Jewry 
because  of  two  important  events,  the 
one  very  sad  and  the  other  very  glorious. 
The  Almighty  took  from  us  the  leader 
of  whom  we  had  been  so  deeply  proud  for 
forty  years  of  communal  service,  Mr.  A. 
J.  Freiman  (of  blessed  memory)  and 
the  void  will  be  keenly  felt  for  a very 
long  time.  It  was  our  privilege,  how- 
ever, to  see  him  lay  the  foundation,  also 
in  that  fateful  year,  of  a Synagogue 
and  Community  Centre  project  with  a 
measure  of  success  so  full  that  it  thril- 
led even  the  most  optimistic  prophets. 

The  New  Year  will  no  doubt  witness 
major  changes  in  the  world  picture  that 
will  make  a tremendous  impact  upon  our 
local  plans.  With  a hope  that  results 
from  the  progress  of  our  armed  forces 
we  must  be  prepared  to  meet  the  pro- 
blems of  peace  in  both  the  readjustment 
of  individuals  and  the  shifting  of  em- 
phasis in  the  community.  No  longer 
shall  we  be  able  to  excuse  any  neglect 
or  oversight  in  the  program  of  Ottawa 
Jewry  by  the  plea  that  the  conditions 
of  war  prevented  us  from  doing  what  is 
necessary.  If,  indeed,  surrounded  by 
the  worries  and  the  sorrows  of  a bombed 
and  battered  civilization,  we  yet  had 
the  courage  and  the  vision  to  under- 
take the  campaign  for  a vitally  needed 
institution  in  our  midst,  then  surely  the 
advent  of  a time  in  which  tension  has 
been  greatly  reduced  ought  to  spur  us 
on  to  still  greater  concentration.  Or- 
ganizations that  devoted  their  thought 
and  effort  to  war  requirements  should 
be  ready,  the  moment  such  obligations 
fall  from  their  shoulders,  to  direct  their 
interest  to  the  Synagogue-Centre  idea. 

In  saying  these  things  I do  not  for  an 
instant  forget  that  peace  will  open  for 
us  many  new  doors  of  duty  towards 
helping  in  the  physical  and  spiritual 
renaissance  of  the  broken  Jewries  in 
Europe.  We  may  expect  to  be  called 
upon  for  heroic  sacrifices  in  that  field, 
and  those  who  will  then  be  looking  to 
us  will  surely  be  justified  in  awaiting 
our  most  generous  response.  For  this 
reason  I trust  that  the  heart  of  the  men

and  women  here  will  be  big  enough  to 
make  provision  for  each  of  these  two 
calls;  namely,  the  appeal  of  our  local 
program  and  the  appeal  of  the  over- 
seas European-Palestinean  situation. 

Let  us  pray,  therefore,  for  the  swift 
ending  of  this  bloody  struggle,  for  the 
effective  rescue  of  our  surviving  bre- 
thren on  the  other  side,  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a recognized  Jewish  Common- 
wealth in  the  Holy  Land,  and  for  the 
safe  return  of  all  our  boys  in  uniform. 
I conclude  with  the  traditional  words, 
may  you  be  inscribed  for  a year  that  is 
good  every  way! 
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PROSPECTS. 

All  of  us  expect  great  things  of  the  year  5705.  We 
are  confident  that  Germany  will  be  finally  defeated 
before  it  is  over,  and  we  are  hopeful  that  Japan,  too, 
will  capitulate  before  another  Rosh  Hashono  comes. 
We  feel  that  the  restoration  to  normalcy  of  those  Jews 
who  were  fortunate  enough  to  escape  from  the  Nazi 
death-chambers  will  also  take  its  initial  steps  in  the 
year  before  us.  The  encouraging  reports  published 
by  chaplains  on  the  fighting  fronts  about  the  thirst 
for  the  living  waters  of  Judaism  lead  us  to  think  that 
the  returning  servicemen  will  strengthen  the  various 
Jewish  programs  functioning  in  our  communities  ; while 
the  endless  stream  of  stories  and  anecdotes  about  Jews, 
Protestants  and  Catholics  working  in  close  harmony  in 
the  armed  forces  builds'  up  the  belief  that  we  shall  see 
more  genuine  good  will  everywhere. 

Yet,  if  we  wish  to  be  honest  with  ourselves,  grave 
and  manifold  are  the  possibilities  for  major  losses  in 
the  wake  of  a military  triumph.  There  are,  for  ex- 
ample, a perilous  number  of  industrialists  and  big 
business  magnates  who  are  eagerly  awaiting  the  advent 
of  peace  in  order  to  cut  down  the  gains  that  working 
people  have  acquired  since  1939,  so  that  already  the 
union  leaders  are  embattled  on  the  defensive  and  un- 
pleasant tensions  are  arising.  That  there  is  a specific 
Jewish  angle  to  this  general  situation  arises  from  two 
principal  factors;  namely,  that  Judaism  has  ever  taken 
up  the  cudgels  in  behalf  of  the  laborer,  whose  interests 
it  was  usually  much  harder  to  protect  than  those  of 
the  employer,  and  secondly,  that  Jewish  youth  the  world 
over  views  the  espousal  of  labor’s  cause  as  its  own 
high  calling.  Again,  with  the  overwhelming  number 
of  every  land's  youth  in  places  where  their  influence 
cannot  make  itself  felt  on  local  issues,  the  orators  at 
home  have  had  a glorious  time  promising  everybody 
that  the  young  people  will  decide  the  future;  but  once 
these  same  young  people  return  to  their  native  ground, 
will  the  veterans  really  surrender  the  reins  of  political 
and  economic  management  to  them  ? At  a distance  the 
soldier  is  a hero;  back  home,  minus  the  uniform,  will 
he  not  be  cried  down  for  his  attempt  to  revise  the  old 
order  and  make  room  for  the  better  conditions  he  was 
promised  ? 

Perhaps,  however,  no  menace  is  so  serious  as  that 
which  may  arise  from  the  spiritual  letdown  that  can 
conceivably  follow  the  supreme  effort  of  war  days. 
The  restraint  war  taught  us  in  our  prejudices — let  us 
say,  not  to  ridicule  names  that  end  in  “sky”,  because 
of  what  Rokossovsky  and  Chierniachovsky  signify  on 
the  road  to  victory — will,  unless  we  remain  alert,  be 
suddenly  loosened,  and  ancient  bigotries  will  stalk 
once  more  through  a careless  society.  How  strong  that 
tendency  can  become  is  visible  in  this  observation: 


what  a priest,  minister  or  rabbi  says  in  his  sermon  will 
not  often  be  obeyed  in  entirety  by  the  congregation, 
but  what  he  shouts  against  other  creeds  or  nationalities 
in  bitterness  is  registered  indelibly  on  all  the  minds 
except  those  of  rare  enlightenment. 

The  total  adds  up  to  a situation  in  which  the  post- 
war world  we  trust  to  have  with  us  shortly  will  repre- 
sent vast  opportunities  and  vast  temptations.  To  do 
the  right  thing  will  mean  to  protect  civilization  for 
generations,  and,  conversely,  to  be  guilty  of  error  will 
be  equivalent  to  a betrayal  of  the  aims  for  which  the 
struggle  was  carried  on.  The  prospects  are  then  both 
glorious  and  dangerous.  Prospects  of  that  nature  have 
called  forth  a magnificent  response  in  our  soldiers, 
sailors  and  airmen ; may  our  civilians  meet  the  chal- 
lenge in  that  same  high  spirit. 


THE  ETERNAL  QUESTION. 

Whenever  Jews  meet,  the  question  arises,  “What 
are  we  doing  for  our  children?  What  are  we  doing 
to  prepare  the  next  generation  for  Judaism?  Will  there 
be  any  considerable  number  of  our  sons  and  daughters 
who  will  care  about  matters  of  Jewish  interest?” 

If  that  problem  is  commonly  raised  during  the 
year,  it  most  certainly  deserves  our  attention  during- 
the  sober  days  of  this  season.  The  approaching  festi- 
vals remind  us  that  the  Synagogue  is  by  no  means  a 
dead  institution-  It  would  be  unwise  to  neglect  the 
opportunities  that  well  filled  High  Holiday  Synagogues 
present.  For  three  days,  at  least,  Jewish  men  and 
women  assemble  in  large  numbers  for  worship,  and  they 
cannot  but  wonder  about  the  probability  of  their  child- 
ren doing  likewise.  The  sad  side  of  the  story  results 
from  the  forgetfulness  that  shadows  the  best  of  human 
resolutions.  A decision  is  made  on  Yom  Kippur  to  see 
to  it  that  the  chidren  will  receive  the  Jewish  education 
that  will  enable  them  to  participate  intelligently  in 
the  service ; the  decision  is  then  somehow  buried  in  the 
pages  of  the  Machzor  when  it  is  put  away  until  next 
year.  What  would  happen  if  enrollment  of  children 
in  the  Hebrew  School  were  made  part  of  the  Yom 
Kippur  service?  It  would  be  interesting  to  observe  a 
recess  called  immediately  before  the  Yizkor  service  to 
allow  the  parents  to  report  to  a Talmud  Torah  Com- 
mittee that  very  moment  the  names  of  the  children 
they  will  send  to  the  School.  Unfortunately,  the  re- 
gistration of  the  children  does  not  take  place  until  the 
next  day  or  the.  next  week,  when  the  thought  of  educa- 
tion sort  of  dims  out  along  with  the  stilled  pangs  of 
hunger.  The  years  roll  along.  The  discovery  comes 
that  the  children  have  not  been  prepared  to  understand 
what  goes  on  in  the  Synagogue.  Conscientous  Jewish 
leaders  then  must  use  all  their  inventive  genius  to  plan 
forms  of  Jewish  action  from  which  this  kind  of  youth 
will  not  feel  excluded.  How  much  healthier  things 
would  have  been  had  those  years  not  been  lost. 

Perhaps  your  children  are  still  very  young.  In 
the  name  of  your  Jewish  peace  of  mind  get  them 
started  on  their  Hebrew  education.  Let  them  grow 
with  it  naturally.  They  ought  not  to  feel  that  the 
Judaism  practised  by  their  parents  will  never  be  within 
their  scope.  Do  not  let  things  ride  today  and  later 
complain  that  facilities  for  modern  Jewish  youth  are 
lacking.  It  is  knowledge  that  is  lacking  and  that 
makes  it  imperative  to  devise  new  styles  of  Jewish 
activity.  Given  a thorough  educational  background, 
our  children  can  appreciate  the  beauty  of  our  impres- 
sive ritual,  and  they  will  be  happy  to  take  their  share 
in  it.  Resolve  now  to  send  them  to  the  Hebrew  School, 
and  act — yes,  act — to  carry  out  the  resolution.

I realize  that  you  will  have  quite  a 
bit  of  work  to  make  up  but  I am  sure 
you  understand  that  this  is  a small  sa- 
crifice in  comparison  with  the  sacrifices 
your  cousins  in  Europe  have  to  make 
because  they  are  Jewish.  Furthermore, 
your  own  teachers  at  school  will  hold  a 
higher  opinion  of  you  when  they  see 
that  you  are  devoted  to  your  religion. 
The  schools  have  been  informed  of  the 
Jewish  holiday  dates,  and  they  will  cer- 
tainly try  to  be  as  helpful  as  possible. 
It  is  your  proud  duty,  however,  to  ac- 
cept whatever  consequences  may  result 
from  your  absence.  Let  us  see  how  well 
the  boys  and  girls  of  Ottawa  carry  the 
banner  of  our  precious  Torah. 


KILLED  IN  ACTION 

Corporal  “Mike”  Meyer  Litwack,  the 
son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jack  Litwack  of 
Ottawa,  was  killed  in  action  in  Norman- 
dy, according  to  official  word  received 
by  his  parents.  Corporal  Litwack  en- 
listed in  the  Canadian  Army  shortly  af- 
ter the  war  broke  out,  and  he  was  in 
England  for  over  a year  before  reaching 
France.  The  sympathy  of  the  entire 
community  is  extended  to  the  bereaved. 


FIRST  JEWISH  CHAPLAIN  IN  ITALY 

The  first  Canadian  Jewish  Chaplain 
ever  to  serve  on  the  Italian  front  is 
H/Capt.  I.  B.  Rose,  the  son  of  Mrs.  K. 
Rose  of  Ottawa.  Capt.  Rose  is  well 
remembered  in  the  community.  During 
his  student  days  at  the  Yeshiva  College 
in  New  York  he  preached  frequently  at 
the  Adath  Jeshurun  Synagogue. 


Having  participated  in  an  Air  Force 
action  that  has  gone  into  the  annals  of 
Canadian  military  history  as  an  out- 
standing exploit  in  heroism,  Flight  Sgt. 
Joseph  Bodnoff,  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
I.  B.  Bodnoff,  has  been  awarded  the  Dis- 
tinguished Flying  Medal.  Joe  was  a 
gunner  in  the  plane  whose  skipper,  F/L 
D.  Hornell  received  the  Victoria  Cross 
posthumously  for  his  courage  in  the 
action.  In  commenting  about  this  event 
in  the  history  of  Canada,  which  was 
widely  publicized  in  the  press  and  over 
the  radio,  Rabbi  Fasman  observed  that 
here  were  a Protestant  Sunday  School 
teacher,  a Talmud  Torah  boy,  and  a 
Roman  Catholic  among  those  in  the  crew 
that  performed  an  immortal  act  in  the 
cause  of  human  liberty. 

It  is  interesting  to  observe  that  Flight 
Sgt.  Bodnoff’s  D.F.M.  was  recorded  as 
the  36th  award  made  to  Canadian  Jew- 
ish men  in  this  war,  of  which  the  small 
Ottawa  Jewish  community  has  earned 
three.  (The  other  two  are  Cyril  Toron- 
tow,  A.F.C.  and  Eli  Baker,  D.F.C.) 


ANOTHER  GROUP  CAPTAIN 

Recently  the  Bulletin  carried  the  news 
that  Isidore  Oornblat  of  Ottawa  is  the 
first  Jewish  Group  Captain  (equivalent 
to  the  rank  of  full  Colonel  in  the  Army) 
in  the  R.C.A.F.  Some  two  months  ago 
another  Ottawa  man,,  Abe  Lieff,  the  son 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  L.  Lieff  of  68  Sweetland, 
was  also  elevated  to  the  rank  of  Group 
Captain.  His  wife  is  the  former  Vera 
Brodie,  niece  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sam  Bro- 
die. 


B.  PEARL  ON  HOLIDAY. 

The  Veteran  Secretary  of  the  Congre- 
gation Adath  Jeshurun  and  the  Hono- 
rary Secretary  of  the  Vaad  Ha’Ir,  Mr.  B. 
Pearl,  has  left  for  a lengthy  holiday  with 
his  children  in  San  Antonio,  Texas.  His 
wife  accompanied  him  to  attend  the  Bar 
Mitzvah  of  thieir  grandson  there,  and  to 
spend  the  winter  months  in  a well-de- 
served vacation.  The  Synagogue  Board 
presented  Mr.  Pearl  with  a travelling 
bag  shortly  before  he  left  the  city. 


PRISONER  OF  WAR 

Flight  Lieut.  Eli  Baker,  D.F.C.,  who 
was  reported  missing  three  months  ago 
is  now  listed  officially  as  a prisoner  of 
war.  His  parents  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jack 
Baker  were  notified  of  the  Distinguished 
Flying  Cross  award  a few  days  after 
they  had  been  informed  that  he  was 
missing,  and  when  they  received  further 
word  that  he  was  safe  and  well  in  a 
German  prison  camp,  they  served  Kid- 
dush  at  the  Agudath  Israel  Synagogue 
in  gratitude. 


The  summer  of  1944  was  a dark  pe- 
riod in  this  Community  because  of  the 
heavy  toll  death  took  among  our  com- 
munal workers. 

Mr.  A.  J.  Freiman,  Canada’s  First  Jew- 
ish Citizen,  passed  away  in  the  Adath 
Jeshurun  Synagogue  dramatically  on 
June  4th,  depriving  us  of  a leader  uni- 
versally beloved. 

Mrs.  Rivka  Coplan  died  the  same 
week  removing  from  our  midst  a woman 
who  had  rendered  distinguished  service 
through  many  years  to  Hadassah,  the 
Congregation  Agudath  Achim,  the  Otta- 
wa Talmud  Torah  and  the  Hebrew  Free 
Loan  Association. 

In  the  prime  of  his  life,  Mr.  Benjamin 
Goldfield,  K.C.  was  called  to  his  eternal 
rest.  He  had  earned  the  esteem  of  his 
co-religionists  by  a career  of  outstanding 
work  in  the  B’nai  Brith,  in  the  Adath 
Jeshurun  Synagogue,  in  Zionist  and 
Joint  Distribution  Committee  work,  and 
in  the  Hebrew  Benefit  Society  program. 

towards  the  close  of  the  summei, 
young  Joel  Zagerman,  the  brilliant  son 
of  Mi.  and  Mrs.  M.  Zagerman,  was  taken 
from  us.  Though  but  16  years  of  age, 
he  was  already  regarded  as  an  import- 
ant communal  worker  because  of  his 
oustanding  contribution  to  the  success 
of  the  new  Community  Centre-Synagogue 
campaign  in  an  address  that  will  never 
be  forgotten,  as  well  as  his  splendid  co- 
operation in  advancing  the  Hanoar  Stu- 
dy and  Breakfast  Club  and  the  A.  Z.  A. 
to  unprecedented  heights. 

FROM  RABBI  TO  PRIESTS. 

The  Catholic  Press  in  Canada  has 
given  considerable  space  to  an  unusual 
event  that  occured  in  Ottawa  last  month. 
The  Congregation  Adath  Jeshurun  pre- 
sented to  the  University  of  Ottawa  a 
valuable  ten  volume  set  of  the  new 
Universal  Jewish  Encyclopaedia.  The 
Rector  of  the  University,  Father  Ph.  Cor- 
nellier,  accepted  the  gift  from  Rabbi 
Oscar  Z.  Fasman,  who  headed  a commit- 
tee of  the  Synagogue  including  the  Pre- 
sident, L.  Petegorsky,  the  Secretary,  B. 
Pearl  and  Dr.  D.  Petegorsky.  Father  A. 
M.  Morrisset,  the  Librarian,  expressed 
his  thanks  to  the  Synagogue  for  the 
thoughtful  gift,  and  the  Rector  made  the 
acceptance  official  in  a few  well-chosen 
remarks  about  the  need  for  knowledge, 
historical  and  moral,  in  order  to  wipe 
out  evil.  The  Rabbi  indicated  that 
through  the  dissemination  of  accurate 
facts  misunderstandings  are  wiped  out 
and  social  happiness  becomes  attainable.
